Facts to Be Presented. 


A peculiar condition of facts will be 


presented by the state, and by such

of owners of land which runs down to 
streams or lakes. 
Under the riparian 


rights law, when the stream or lake

A KEW PROPOSAL. 


In -an address delivered at Harvard President Van 


Hise, of the University of Wisconsin, advanced the 
suggestion that-the cost of commodities that enter into 
daily living of the people be regulated by commissions, 
as the railway rates of the country are regulated by 
the inter-state commerce commission. He takes the 
view that if concentration of capital and effort in in- 
dustry and commerce promote economics, these econ- 
omies should be preserved and the means of them fos- 
tered, while the law steps in to see that the power that 
is inseparable'from great concentration be not abused. 
In other words, keep the trusts and have more of 
them and bigger ones, but see to it that the people get 
their share of the fruits of progress. That is a step 
somewhat in advance of any other proposals not e'ma- 
.nating- from propagandists of socialism and it is a 
view of the situation and a proposal foe remedying 
conditions that socialists no doubt will be quite ready 
.to.applaud. 
Socialism proposes"a .general concentra- 


'tion'and an even divide. And if the great productive 
and distributive energies are to be concentrated and 
their conduct is to be regulated by government, even 
to-the fixing of prices and the portionment of profits, 
according to the plan of Dr.1 Van Hise, the socialist 
will 'not be alone in the opinion that the government 
may as well go the next step and abolish the"profk 
that benefits the few,and give the-whole people the 
benefit of it. If the government is going, to literally 
run the business of the trusts and as much for the 


4 benefit' of the trusts as for the benefit of the people- 


since-no other kind o£ deal would be square—why not 
constitute itself the trust, take over everything—in- 
dustry! trade and transportation—and not have a con- 
dition merely socialistic, but socialism? Concentration 
then'-reconcentration, all under federal auspices, with 
fixing of prices and arbitration. of .profits,, .would be a 


• v prettyrcomplete framework for something else. Per- 


haps, that is what President Van Hise has in mind, 
though he says that "the objection to commission- con- 
trol of prices, on the ground that it is a new step in 
the direction of socialism, is not sound, if socialism 
means, government ownership." 


If old Tsi An were alive the history of this revolu- 


tion in China would doubtless have a different con- 
clusion from that which now appears inevitable. In- 
deed, if that redoubtable woman were still living and 
bossing the dynasty and government it is probable that 
this uprising, if it had started at all, woiild have been 
little better than a riot; certainly not a revolution. 
The vigor with vhich Tsi An ruled and the energy 
with which she suppressed insurrectionary tendencies 
in her vast realms were the wonder of her times. The 
dowager empress, once a slave girl, was one of the 
greatest women of any age and the strength of the 
dynasty began to wane with her fleeting breath. She
